Louisan had said: “I have spent 
some money in Washington, but I 
wouldn’t earmark who I spent it 
for. I couldn't afford to. From 
@ personal point, I received no 
benefit other than from business. 
In 1943, I spent around $2200 on 
Christmas.” ‘ 

The St. Louis case was one of 
several mentioned in the report. 
It found discipline lax in the bu- 
reau’s head office in Washington, 
but said a survey last October 
indicated the St. Louis office “ap- 
pears to be rather well man- 
aged,” with morale “high.”

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NAVY SWIMMERS 
IN RUBBER SUITS 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., March 9 
(AP)—Navy and Marine Corps 
swimmers for the first time have 
brushed against Arctic ice in un- 
derwater scouting. This was dis- 
closed by V. Adm. George D. Mur- 
ray, first task fleet commander, 
in an interview on Alaska exer- 
cises. 

The rubber-suited swimmers 
pushed through slush six inches 
thick and rubbed against four- 
inch ice in carrying out their mis- 
sions. 

They remained in water down to 
an estimated four degrees below 
freezing for periods of more than 
an hour, then came out because 
their beachhead explorations were 
completed—not because they were 
exhausted.

Of course, 
if someone like Mrs. McCollum 
objects to our program, we may 
have to ascertain from our attor- 
ney whether the program is con- 
‘sidered in violation of that de- 
cision.

The Rev. Clarence Peters, pas-

Morris Sayre Warns That 
Levies and Controls 
Can Put U.S. on Road 
England Took. | 
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American industry is using Its 
profits to finance “the most tre- 
mendous business expansion in 
the history of the world,” but 
heavy taxes make retained earn- 
ings inadequate for the task of 
stepping up productive capacity, 


increasing employment and pro- 
viding better goods and services, 
} Morris Sayre, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers, asserted here last night. 

Addressing industrial leaders of 
the St. Louis area at a conference 
on business problems held at the 
Statler Hotel, he warned that con- 
fiscatory taxes and Government 
controls can undermine free econ- 
omy, placing this country on “the 
road that England has traveled.” 

“Taxes have multiplied much 
faster than profits,” Sayre de- 
clared, reporting that corporate 
profits in 1947 totaled 28.7 billion 
dollars, more than four times the 
(1989 figure, while corporate in- 
‘come taxes approximate 11.3 bil- 
lions a year, more than seven 
‘times the 1939 rate, 

After paying 11.3 billions in fed- 
eral and state income taxes, mak- 
ing allowance for inflated inven- 
tory valuation and paying “very 
limited” dividends of 6.8 billions to 
stockholders, corporate business in 
1947 was left with 4.9 billions in 
profits, he said. 

Citing a United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce report that ex- 
penditures for new facilities and 
tools have been running between 
20 and 25 billions a year, Sayre re- 
marked: “You can see that five 
billions of retained profits doesn’t 
look so big when you stand it up 
beside the really colossal job it 
has to do.” 

“Industry has had to go out and 
borrow money to step up the pro- 
ductive capacity of this country,” 
he continued. “It has had to try 
to sell new capital issues amount- 
ing to billions of dollars—and it 
hasn’t done very well.” 

Scoring Government controls, 
Sayre declared: “Hidden behind 
a smoke screen of desirable social 
objectives, bureaucracy is jockey- 
ing for power over you, Over me, 
over every individual in this land. 
The socialist governments of West- 
ern Europe have assassinated pri- 
vate capital. They have betrayed 
a man’s right to work at a job of 
his own choosing. They have scut- 
tled human initiative. They have 
cattelized human effort. 

“Our free economy is every 
American's tower of strength. Its 
productive power can be weakened 
by renewal of controls. It can be 
undermined by confiscatory taxes. 
Then America will be on down 
the road that England has trav- 
eled. Every individual in the land 
will see his hopes shrink as the 
witch doctors of strong centralized 
government tighten the noose of 
regimentation.” 

H. M. Ramel, vice president of 
the Ramsey Corp. and head of the 
Associated Industries of Missouri, 
said higher wages proposed by the 
CIO would necessarily mean high- 
er prices. Walter Siegerist, presi- 
dent of the Medart Co., emphasized 
that industry is fighting inflation 
by seeking increased efficiency in 
production.

15 OF 40 SCARCE WILDLIFE 
SPECIES GET NO FEDERAL AID 


Conservationist Says Others Threatened With 


Extinction Receive Little—Feuding 
Over Ducks to End. 


Although much time and money 
are spent in conservation of fish, 
birds and animals that still exist 
in abundance, little is done for 40 
species actually threatened with 
extinction, William Vogt of Wash- 
ington, D.C., conservation chief 
for the Pan American Union, said 
today. 

He spoke at the North Ameri- 
can Wildlife Conference, which is 
holding its sessions at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, 

For 15 of the 40 species, the 
Federal Government “is doing 
nothing, Vogt said. Among these 
he listed the Atlantic walrus, 
hooded seal and Pacific monk 
seal, black-footed ferret, southern 
sea otter, northe: :tern fox squir- 
rel, Attwater’s prairie chicken, 
sturgeon and Lake Superior 
whitefish. 

Burying the Hatchet. 

Ducks Unlimited Inc. and the 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service have decided to “bury the 
hatchet” in their long feud over 
the wild duck situation, it was 
disclosed at last night’s meeting 
of the conference. ; 

The necessity for harmony, if 
the continent’s wildfowl are to be 
saved from extinction, was em- 
phasized by Albert M. Day, direct- 
or of the federal organization, and 
B. W. Cartwright of Winnipeg, 
Canada, chief naturalist of Ducks 
Unlimited, largest organization, of 
sportsmen interested in ducks. 

Another speaker, Chester 8. Wil- 
son, commissioner of conservation 
in Minnesota, said: “Past efforts 
have too often been hampered by 
friction, dissension and lack of 
planning. No purpose would be 
served by rattling old bones. 

“In the suggestions which I 
have received from widespread 
sources there was one predominat- 
ing note—bury the hatchets and 
join drives to get results.” 

Other Speakers Agree. 

Day and Cartwright agreed 
their organizations should stop 
the confusion among duck hunt- 
ers resulting from the publication 
of conflicting figures on the num- 
ber of ducks in North America. 
Several persons who spoke at the 
open forum following the talks 
said this was the improvement 
most needed. 


Chief points raised by speakers 
at the meeting included: 

A proposal that the states take 
over more of the wildfowl work 
being handled by the federal gov- 
ernment. 

The United States has only 70

enforcement officers for wildfowl 
on throughout the coun- 
ry. 

A suggestion that “duck-kill” 
scorecards be given to hunters in- 
stead of stamps for the $1 duck- 
hunting fee. 

An admission by Day that the 
federal government is waging a 
losing battle on waterfowl be- 
cause of inadequate enforcement 
and inadequate refuges. 

The number of duck hunters 
fell off materially this past sea- 
son, 

The concept of large bag lim- 
its and long seasons should be 
abandoned. 

Never again will hunters see the 
200,000,000 ducks that existed on 
the continent in the early 1900s, 

Adequate Watch Needed. 

“I can see no answer except the 
establishment of enough suitable 
areas to provide permanently for 
at least the minimum needs of a 
reasonable continental waterfowl 
population,” Day said, 

“Also we must see that there 
is provided an adequate staff of 
enforcement officers to stop the 
heavy drain taken illegally.” 

He pointed out that many areas 
now owned by the Government 
could be developed into produc- 
tive marshes for the benefit of 
ducks, with relatively small ex- 
penditure, but funds are unavail- 
able. As examples, he cited the 
Horican Marsh in Wisconsin and 
the Mingo Swamp in Missouri. 

There is only an average of one 
quail for every 14 acres of land, 
or one covey for every 200-acre 
farm, in the 32 states in the bob- 
white range, Verne E. Davison of 
the Soil Conservation Service, 
Spartanburg, S.C., told the confer- 
ence delegates yesterday. 

Davison, who estimated the 
total quail population in the range 
at 60,000,000, said: “Obviously, this 
is not enough.” The low number of 
quail, he said, results chiefly from 
a lack of food, which is “scarce 
in almost every field, wood and

Proposal for $132,000,000 


Bond Issue May Be Op-. 


posed in the House Be- 
cause of Tax Increase.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 9— 
The Senate resolution submitting 
to the voters a $132,000,000 veter- 
ans’ bonus amendment to the Con- 
stitution, to be paid by a general 
property tax, was put through the 


perfection stage in the Senate yes- 
terday afternoon by a voice vote. 

Its final passage in the Senate 
is virtually certain, but it may 
meet serious opposition in the 
House because it will mean an 
increase in the state tax rate of 
16 to 20 cents on the $100 valuation. 
The House is on record in favor 
of paying a bonus with the pro- 
ceeds of the state income tax and 
an additional i-cent sales tax. In 
reporting the resolution pending 
in the Senate, the Senate Judicia 
Committee ignored the House bill. 

The Senate resolution provides | 
that each veteran shall be paid $10 
per month for each month of serv- 
ice in continental United States be- 
tween Dec. 6, 1941, the day before 
Pearl Harbor, and Sept. 2, 1945, 
the day Japan surrendered and 

- $45 a month for foreign service. 
. The maximum payment would be 

$300 for home service and $400 for 
foreign service. 

Senator Doyle Barrow (Dem.), St.

Suspended — 


‘In Gambling Probe 


LANSING, Mich., March 9 (AP).—National Hockey League Presi- 
dent Clarence 8S. Campbell today expelled Billy Taylor, New York 
Ranger hockey player, and suspended Don Gallinger of the Boston . 
Bruins on charges of' being associated with gamblers. 


Campbell reported the punitive 
action to Michigan’s 


Campbell had returned to Mich- 


| igan to announce his decision be- 


cause Detroit police on Sigler’s 
instructions last week had given 
the league president information 
pointing to a link between gam- 
blers and professional hockey 
players. 

The hockey president expelled 
Taylor for conduct “prejudicial to 
and against the welfare of hockey.” 
He charged that he had suf- 
ficient evidence to show that Tay- 
lor had “knowingly associated 
with and communicated with 
James Tamer, a .criminal- and 
known gambler.” 

Loses Wager. 

Taylor, Campbell reported in a 
formal statement ‘to’ Sigler, “was 
interested with Tamer in a wager 
on the outcome of a National 
Hockey League championship 
game played in Chicago on Feb. 
18 between the Boston Bruins and 
the Chicago Blackhawks. Taylor's 
interest in this wager was that 
he authorized Tamer to place for 
him a bet of $500 on the Chicago 
Blackhawks.” 

Boston, however, won the game 
in question by a 4-to-2 score. 


In his investigation, Campbell 
made trips to Chicago, Boston and 
New York. He also visited South- 
ern Michigan Prison, where he 
talked with Tamer, a known gam- 
bler and convicted bank robber 
who was returned to the institu- 
tion two weeks ago as a parole 
violator. 

Campbell said he was suspend- 
ing Gallinger indefinitely pending 
further perc ata ot of his asso- 
ciations with Tamer. 

The hockey president said his 
investigation has “established to 
my complete satisfaction that no 
other player in the National 
Hockey — was involved in 
any gambling. 

Campbell said league by-laws 
permitted the president “on such 
4nformation and reports as he may 
deem sufficient” or on any act or 
conduct of official or player 
who has been “dishonest, preju- 
dicial to or against the’ welfare 
of the game or the league to hand 
out fines or suspensions.” 

“A player has violated the rules 
of hockey by betting or being in- 
terested in any pool or wager 
whether or not he has any connec- 
tion with the game involved,” 
Campbell said. 

Won’t Tolerate Gambling. 


The investigation in the case of 
Gallinger, Campbell said, “will be 
vigorously pressed,” but added he 
could not estimate how long it 
would require. 

Campbell said “the National 
Hockey League will not tolerate 
gambling on hockey games 
of its personnel nor will it tolerate 
their knowingly associating with 
gamblers or other undesirable 
characters.” 

The 29-year-old Taylor, a resi- 
dent of Oshawa, Ont., played one 
season with a farm club in Pitts- 
burgh and.then with the Toronto 
Maple Leafs until the summer of 
1946 when he was traded to De- 
troit’s Red Wings. He played for 
Detroit in 1946 and 1947 and one 
day before the current season Was 
traded to the Boston Bruins,

Roosevelt has played a some 
what unlucky hand in_ recent 
weeks.

A Victory for Freedom 


Because she is a woman with the courage of 


her convictions, Mrs. Vashti McCollum of Cham- 


paign, Ill., has won a great victory in the United 
States Supreme Court. She has won her battle 
against use of the public school facilities for re- 
ligious instruction and she has won it with the 
support of eight Justices. Only Stanley Reed 


did not agree. 


This all but unanimous indorsement of Mrs. 
McCollum’s successful appeal to the highest 
court is no measure of the long, hard and per- 
sistent fight she had to make to win in the end. 

This decision is a victory for the separation of 
church and state in the United States. It is in 
the high tradition of James Madison, who led 
the fight for this constitutional principle in the 
Bill of Rights. Madison and Jefferson knew, as 
did others of their time, that “‘there cannot be 
freedom of religion guaranteed by the state and 
also intervention by the church in the state's 
domain or dependence on the state’s largess.” 

Mrs. McCollum’s victory is a victory for free- 
dom of conscience without which there can be 
no freedom of religion. She is not a Catholic, 
a Protestant or a Jew. She does not belong to 
any one of the many denominational sects. She 
is a free-thinker, sometimes called an atheist. It 
was her argument that the Bill of Rights’ sep- 
aration of church and state protects her in her 
efforts to train her children in freethinxing just 
as much as it protects those in denominations 
with memberships running into the millions. 

She made her case first before the School 
Board of her community. She was put down 
pretty much as.a nuisance if not a crank. She 
was not deterred by the School Board’s brush- 
off or local criticism or raised eyebrows in uni- 
versity circles. When the State Supreme Court 
ruled unanimously against her, she went right on 
to Washington. After her appeal to the Supreme 
Court, several denominational and civil rights 
groups, including the Synagogue Council of 


America, filed supporting briefs as friends of the 


court. Yet it was still one mother’s case, car- 
ried to the highest tribunal because of her in- 
tense devotion to freedom of thought. 

If the 8-to-1 majority gends to minimize Mrs. 
McCollum’s uphill struggle, it happily empha- 
sizes how right she was all along. 

In recent years, the Supreme Court has split 
time after time on vital civil rights issues and in 
all too many cases it has decided against a 
soundly based claim of an individual citizen. 
This time, on the highly controversial issue of 
religious instruction as part of education, it 
lacks only one Justice of being unanimous. 

Hugo Black, who wrote the court’s decision, 
went straight to the heart of the question. De- 
scribing the Champaign system (employed in 
varying forms in hundreds of cities and towns), 
he said that the use of public schools for religious 
classes was “‘beyond all question a utilization of 
the tax-established and tax-supported public 
school system to aid religious groups to spread 
their faith.” 

It can only be regretted that Justice Black did 
not see the issue as clearly in the New Jersey 
school bus case, whose majority opinion he also 
wrote. In that 5-to-4 decision, just a year ago, 
he found no breach of the “wall between church 
and state” in the use of tax funds to reimburse 
the fare of parochial school pupils. 

Either he has changed his views or be thinks 
that a little mixing of church and state is all 
right. The latter certainly is the view of Justice 
Reed, who does not like the McCollum decision 
because it raises a bar against “practically all 
forms of religious instruction in connection with 
school systems.” 

We prefer to think that the Supreme Court 
has learned a lot from the sound criticism of the 
New Jersey decision in the press, in law reviews 
and indeed in religious circles. We prefer to 
think that the McCollum case is not only the 
latest word but also a revised judgment. We 
prefer to think that it will be followed by deci- 
sions which will reverse the New Jersey decision 
and earlier decisions permitting the use of tax 
funds to pay for school books for church schools 
and otherwise to support church schools. We 
prefer to think this notwithstanding Justice 
Black’s pains to harmonize the McCollum and 
New Jersey decisions. 

A particularly pleasing aspect of the decision 
is the position of Chief Justice Vinson. For 
what appears to be the first time in his two 
terms on the bench, he has, in a non-unanimous 
case, voted to uphold the claim of a citizen that 
a civil right has been violated. The Vinson 
score is now 1 to 17 in 18 of such cases. 

It is Justice Rutledge who is entitled to more 
satisfaction that any other member over the Mc- 
Collum victory. His stanch dissent in the New 
Jersey bus fare case was an appeal to the future. 
Justice Black wrote the McCollum decision but 
it was foretold by Wiley Rutledge. 
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Tokyo Communique 

Gen. MacArthur’s announcement that he would 
accept the nomination for President must in- 
evitably be contrasted with Gen. Eisenhower's 
removal of himself from the race. The Mac- 
Arthur statement arises from the entry of his 
name in the Wisconsin primaries. It comes while 
he remains in the uniform of the United States 
Army and while he holds the important post of 
American commander in Japan. 

Gen. MacArthur evidently has no compunc- 
tions about going directly from the Army to the 
White House. There is nothing in his statement 
remotely resembling the soul-searching scruples 
of Gen. Eisenhower. Whereas Gen. Eisenhower 
was humble almost to a fault, Gen. MacArthur's 
statement, couched in lofty phrases, indicates his 
eagerness to get into the campaign. 

Finally, prior to the Eisenhower declination, 
there was a ground swell of sentiment for him 
from one coast to the other. He led the public 
opinion polls, His name was on everyone's 
tongue, The MacArthur candidacy, by contrast, 
is a mere boomlet, stimulated by Col. McCormick 
of the Chicago Tribune, a group in Wisconsin, 
the ineffable Congressman Miller of Nebraska 
and a few others. ,

“labyrinth of blind alleys.” 

The fact that Attorney General Barrett shares 
heavily in responsibility for this indefensible 
condition does not excuse the stand of the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court, It holds that accused per- 


F 


sons are entitled to counsel in criminal cases 
only if they know enough to ask for legal help. 
It does not excuse the resistance of the county 
prosecutors to fulfillment of the Bill of Rights. 
It does not excuse the legislators who have 
shrugged off corrective legislation. It does not 
excuse the lack of interest among lawyers gener- 
ally. And while leaders of the Illinois and Chi- 
cago bar organizations now are hard at work, 
along with law teachers, the truth is that they, 
too, were slow to move against this denial of a 
basic constitutional right. 

There is blame enough for all. The solution 
now is for the Illinois Supreme Court to use its 
rule-making power just as the Missouri Supreme 
Court has done. In a Missouri criminal case. 
the record shows the facts about the advice and 
appointment of defense counsel if the defendant 
needed such advice and help. Illinois criminal 
procedure should make the same simple, sound 


’ provision. 
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Bell’s Setback in Alabama 


Alabama has joined the growing list of states 
which have either denied entirely or drastically 
cut down the Bell System’s application for high- 
er telephone rates. The Alabama Public Service 
Commission granted only $360,000, or 14 per 
cent, of a revenue increase of $2,500,000 a year 
which Southern Bell asked. 

Like the Georgia Public Service Commission, 
the Alabama board based its decision on the 
formula laid down by the Supreme Court in the 
Hope Natural Gas case. It did not go into the 
intricate matter of property valuation, but 
looked for a profit which would “enable the 
company to operate successfully, to maintain its 
financial integrity, to attract capital and to com- 
pensate its investors for the risks assumed.” 


All the stock of the Southern Bell Telephone 
Co.—like that of Southwestern Bell—is owned 
by the American Telephone & Telegraph Co. So 
the Alabama Public Service Commission simply 
asked itself what earnings Southern Bell should 
be allowed in Alabama for the property to do its 
part toward maintaining the financial health of 
the parent corporation. 

Where Southern Bell asked $2,500,000, the 
commission found that $1,637,000 would be suf- 
ficient. 

Since the company had earned, by its own fig- 
ures, $921,749 in Alabama in 1947, the commis- 
sion found that net earnings must be increased 
by $714,000 to reach the desired level. To in- 
crease its net earnings $714,000, the company 
would have to collect, before taxes, $1,163,000. 
The commission combed the company’s estimates 
of expenses for 1948 and found that they should 
be reduced by slightly more than $800,000. The 
difference between these total “adjustments” and 
the additional gross revenue required comes to 
the $360,000 rate increase authorized. 

The commission pared company contributions 
to the employes’ pension fund by $217,000, on 
the ground that employes, who up to this time 
have contributed nothing to the fund, should be 
required to pay part of the cost. It found that 
telephone operators’ salaries in 1948 should be 
$214,000 less than the company’s forecast and 
that the supervision and training of operators 
would be $84,000 less. 

Southern Bell, like most A. T. & T. subsid- 
iaries, has paid the parent corporation an annual 
“license contract fee” of 142 per cent of its gross 
operating revenue. The Alabama commission 
reduced this approximately one-sixth. A long 
list of smaller savings in various accounts. make 
up the rest of the disallowances. 

The company in Alabama is not nearly so 
prosperous, judged from its dividend record, as 
Southwestern Bell in Missouri. The Alabama 
decision, like those in Tennessee and Georgia, 
indicates strongly that no telephone rate in- 
crease can be justified at this time in Missouri, 
and that a reduction may be in order. 
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Death of the County Library? 


A new attack is being made on the St. Louis 
County Library. At the school elections April 
6, county residents will vote on a proposal to 
abolish a tax of 10 cents per $100 for the 
library’s support. If the proposal wins, the li- 
brary will be without funds to operate in the 
future, and this would mean the end of library 
service in those areas of the county which do 
not have tax-supported town libraries. 


There will be much opposition to the tax in 
rural areas, despite the fact that the library and 
its bookmobiles are needed there more than 
elsewhere. No doubt there will be a concerted 
campaign against the tax in the City of Ladue. 
Ladue recently took a postcard poll on the li- 
brary issue. It sent out between 1200 and 1300 
cards, and to date has received about 850 an- 
swers. Of these, only 26 are pro-library. Ladue, 


_which has no real library of its,own, is subject, 


by County Court ruling, to the 10-cent tax. It 
is also subject to a 1-cent tax, devised in a vain 
attempt to evade the 10-cent tax. 

If public-spirited county citizens want the li- 
brary, they are going to have to fight for it. 
John Mooney, one of the leaders of the anti- 
library movement, is a powerful antagonist, a 
veteran of the county political wars. And, of 
course, the strong City of Ladue machine will 
have little trouble in turning out a mass of anti- 
library votes among its tax-resisting citizenry, 

Pro-library forces have less than a month to 
organize; they are going to have to work hard 
and fast if the county library is to survive.

Adm, Nimitz said: “It is my conviction that 
the ground soldier must hold the ground. You 
can’t get away from it.” 

And so the testimony goes. We don’t know 
of a single responsible military man who would 
say that the atomic bomb has made military man- 
power obsolete—and we don’t think Representa- 
tive Engel knows of a single one either. Like 
other arguments against universal training, his 
contention that man power is obsolete doesn't 
square with the military facts of life,

A Letter to the Post-Dispatch 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Recently, seven employes of the State 
Department were notified that because of 
disloyalty they were to be discharged. The 
department’s belief was based upon the 
findings of FBI agents, These agents 
were not brought before the accused em- 
ployes. The findings of these secret police 
were not reyealed to the accused although 
they repeatedly requested that they be in- 
formed of the findings in order that they 
might make a defense to them. 


The employes then asked that they 
might take their case before an impartial 
reviewing body. They 
were told at the time 
that they might do 
this but that such 
an action would be 
a mere formality 
and would in no way 
change the decision. 

Upon their continued 
insistence such a 
hearing was held, 

and they did make 

a defense of them- 

selves to as great a 

degree as they could 

in view of the fact 

that they did not 

know of what spe- Or. Conger 
cific acts they were accused or who ac- 
cused them. This hearing proved to be 
completely meaningless. 


When the American people were in- 
formed of this, their reaction was imme- 
diate and strong. Why were the people so 
concerned? It certainly was not because 
they did not believe that our Government 
had a right to discharge any employe who 
was trying in any way to injure or destroy 
it. That our Government does and should 
have this right no person denied, 


The Sixth Amendment 


This feeling did arise, in part, because 
the American people dislike to feel that 
secret police are spying upon them, inform- 
ing upon them and prying into their pri- 
vate lives. Most Americans will admit, re- 
luctantly, that in some instances the use 


. of secret police is necessary, but still they 


hate it and fear it and feel that it is not 
the American way. 


The greater amount of resentment had 
its origin in the belief that it was contrary 
to something very vital and fundamental in 
American life and in the life of any free 
people, This is the right, embodied in the 
Sixth Amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion, that “in all criminal prosecutions, the 
accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial by an impartial jury of the 
state and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed, and to be informed 
of the nature and cause of the accusation; 
to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him; to have compulsory processes for ob- 
taining witnesses in his favor; and to have 
the assistance of counsel for his defense * 


This amendment also carries, in case of 
an adverse decision, the right of appeal and 
review before an impartial body selected 
by and under the constant supervision of 
the courts of the United States. 


If, after six months constant scrutiny, 
FBI agents were able to collect sufficient 
evidence to convince the State Department 
that the employes were disloyal, why did 
the department refuse to inform the em- 
ployes of the evidence? 


Why did the department refuse to let the 
accused employes talk to and question the 
agents who had informed against them? 
The Supreme Court, beginning with the 
case of United States vs. Angell, decided in 
1881, has undeviatingly held that “this right 
is without exception.” 


Death-in-Life Doom 


It may be said that the Sixth Amend- 
ment refers to criminal prosecution, and 
that criminal charges were not brought 
against the employes. If a charge of being 
disloyal to the Government is not a crimi- 
nal charge, what could it be called? 


This action, had it been carried through 
as was originally intended, would have put 
a brand upon any person thus discharged 
which would make it impossible for him 
ever again to secure honorable employment 
or to associate with reputable people. He 
would be shunned, because people would 
feel that, if they were associated with a 
person branded as disloyal, secret police 
might spy on them and take this associa- 
tion as proof of their own disloyalty. It 
would have forced the seven employes to 
lead a sort of social and economic death- 
in-life. Only the préssure of public opinion 
forced the State Department to allow these 
employes to resign, 


The Case of Dr. Condon 


More recently, a somewhat similar report 
was made about Dr. Edward U. Condon, 
head of the United States Bureau of. Stand- 
ards, It was equally vague and general- 
ized. The American public and foreign 
governments will watch with keen interest 
the manner in which the Condon case is

It would be one of history's greatest and 
most tragic ironies if the United States, the 
greatest citadel of individual liberty, should 
succumb to hysteria and local demagogues. 


The seven discharged employes may have 
been disloyal, and so may Dr. Condon have 
been; their discharge may have been neceés- 
sary and fully justified, and so may his be; 
but the manner of it is not the American 
manner, and if it becomes common prac- 
tice in this country, America will lose ita 
most precious and distinctive characteristic,

The Ford Motor Co.’s announced plan to 
give its 6800 foremen more managerial pow- 
er for more money is another in a series 
of recognitions by the company of human 
problems growing out of the labor-manage- 
ment relation, and enlightened moves to 
deal with them in the general interest.

Instead, Ford in effect promotes the fore- 
men, giving them a larger stake in the 
development of the company, a larger dis- 
cretion, more initiative and more responsi-

Since these were the professed objectives 
of the foremen in organizing, they cease 
to be matters of contention and friction, It 
is hoped the new plan fulfills the high ex- 
pectations the company very evidently at- 
taches to it,

T was Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, former Chief of Naval 
Operations, who said concerning push-button warfare that all we 
had up to date was the button. In that remark is a stern realism 
that contrasts ‘with the great delusion of today—the delusion of 
lightning war conducted by scientists who send guided missiles 
hurtling across thousands of miles, carrying atomic explosives to 
targets with pinpoint accuracy.

recy” have pro- 
duced an illusion 
of safety in this 
country.

A Long Jump.

~ Jt has been established that 
Zorin brought from Moscow or- 
ders for the Czech Communists to 
go ahead with their putsch. Zorin 
talked personally with several 
non-Communist ministers of the 
Czech Government in an attempt 
to win their approva)] of the new 
government. 

Zorin is reported to have said 
that the “revolutionary charges” 
in Czechoslovakia were made with 
the Kremlin's full consent. 

Benes realized the gravity of 
the situtation from the beginning, 
. but he refused to give in. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 24, Gottwald 
pressed Benes for a decision on 
his cabinet demands. He said, 
“Mr. President, you have to ac- 
cept the resignation of these 12 
ministers. Here is a list with the 
names of new members for my 
cabinet. It does not matter 
whether or not you sign it. The 
result will be the same. But I 
advise you strongly to sign.” 

On the afternoon of Feb. 25, 
Gottwald went to the presidential 
palace. He had given Benes until 
4 p.m. to make up his mind. He 
made no secret of the fact that 
Moscow supported the entire show, 

Gottwald told Benes that if he 
approved the Communist cabinet, 
the 12 displaced ministers and 
dozens of other non-Communists, 
politicians and newspaper men 
‘would be safe; if not, they would 
be errested at once. 

’ It was then that Benes gave in. 
There was no mass arrest of non- 
Communists. There were several 
single arrests, then the iron cur- 
tain clanged down.

AS THE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS 


Sumner Welles Attacks Counselors of Caution, 
Says Holy Land War Would Realize Their — 


Fear—Soviet Troops in the Middle East

Former Under Secretary of State 


It is hard to arouse a democracy to impending danger when the 
clouds on the horizon still seem no larger than a man’s hand. Even 
Winston Churchill could not waken the British people to the menace 
in the rise of Nazism. The peril to us in Japan’s aggression against 
China and in Mussolini’s invasion of Ethiopia went largely unper- 
ceived. But even if the tragic lessons of the recent past are to be so 
easily forgotten, the clouds now looming are no longer on the horizon. 
Théy are hanging over us. 

This government has repeatedly announced that the United Nations 
is the foundation of American foreign policy. Yet because of the failure 
of the United States to adopt a consistent and courageous policy on 
Palestine, the United Nations is today faced with.the — dilemma 
in its history. 


Save for Britain in the days of Baldwin, it would be difficult to find 
a more sorry instance of a major power refusing to face facts. 


The decision to partition Palestine was taken after full investiga- 
tion and debate. It was in strict accordance with the provisions of the 
Charter. The United States was in great part responsible. This country 
played a leading role throughout the events that led up to that decision. 


Lack of Enforcement 

The American government failed however to insist that the United 
Nations must be enabled to enforce its decision, and to protect life 
and property in Palestine until the independence of the two new states 
had been finally established. 


For lack of any United Nations police force, the members of the 
Palestine commission have now been told by the British that they 
will be assassinated if they set foot in Palestine. Major hostilities 
between Jews and Arabs are imminent. The United Nations cannot 
carry out its decision. Because the United States has during the last 
two months renounced every semblance of leadership, the smaller 
countries are increasingly reluctant to assume any responsibility. 


The Palestine commission has at length been compelled to ask the 
Security Council to determine that there is a “threat to the peace” 
and to take action under the Charter. And Washington still remains 


silent. 


It is notorious that there is a sharp cleavage of opinion within the 
government. The Army and Navy, supported by some officials of the 
State Department and of other departments, insist that the United 
States must take no action to back up its words. They allege that 
our growing controversy with Russia makes it unwise for us further to 
antagonize the Arab states or jeopardize this country’s access to 
Middle Eastern oil. 


Soviet Troops? 


Such arguments are wholly unconvincing. The British government 
cannot: prolong its mandate in Palestine. Once British forces with- 
draw, war will result unless the United Nations can send an inter- 
national constabulary to Palestine. If hostilities break out, the Soviet 
Union will undoubtedly insist that its vital interests require it to send 
its own forces to maintain order in its neighborhood. 


Should our service departments prevail upon the Administration 
to refuse to exercise any leadership within the United Nations to 
maintain peace in Palestine, they will pave the way for what they 
fear most, namely, the extension of Soviet control over the Middle 
East. 

The arguments on oil are just as unrealistic. If a new war breaks out, 
the Middle Eastern oil resources would certainly not be available to 
western Europe nor to the United States. Should peace be preserved, 
since the Arab governments depend upon the royalties from their oil 
concessions, they are hardly likely to oppose their exploitation. 


But we are face to face with a far more fundamental issue. 


Japan defied the League of. Nations in 1932 and was permitted by 
the great powers to do so with impunity. The Italian aggression against - 
Ethiopia, the civil war in Spain, and the rape by Hitler of Austria and 
of Czechoslovakia were the inevitable result. 


The Arab states have now defied the United Nations. 


U. S.-Soviet Concurrence 

The partition of Palestine is the one major question upon which 
the policies of the United States and of the Soviet Union have coin- 
cided. Yet this government has so far failed to initiate any measures 
within the United Nations to guard against the Arab aggression which 
is under way, or even to protest the flagrant violation of their Charter - 
commitments by the Arab states. 


If the United Nations is, in fact; the foundation of American policy, 
the United States must support the United Nations, not only when 
that is convenient and easy, but quite as much so when such support 
implies effort, sacrifice and risk. ° 


The League of Nations collapsed Because the major powérs then 
members of the League supported the League only when it suited 
their own ends. They failed to support the League when it seemed 
that their selfish interests might be prejudiced. 

We are seeing exactly the same trend. The Palestine question is a 
test case. Should the United States persist in its present blind inaction. 
it will be preparing the way for the failure of the new international 
organization. And if the United Nations fails, the one hope humanity 
today possesses for the rule of law rather than the rule of force, for 
the freedom and progress of mankind, and for the establishment of © 


a peaceful world order will vanish with it.

Gould and Fisk printed large blocks 
of illegal Erie stock and put them on

buying them in the hope of getting 
control. “If this printing press don't 
break down, I'll be damned if I don't 
give the old hog all he wants of 
Erie!” Fisk said one day. When 
Vanderbilt discovered the fraud and 
got an order for their arrest they 
fled to New Jersey with the Erie 
books and $6,000,000 in greenbacks. 
Gould went to Albany and bribed the 
Legislature into legalizing all the 
Erie stock unloaded on Vanderbilt, 
plus a lot more, Then the partners 
came back to New York in triumph 
and opened luxurious offices in 
Pike’s Grand Opera Palace, where 
Fisk also supported a bevy of ac- 
tresses and staged rowdy musical 
shows.

Gould bribed President Grant's 
brother-in-law to act as his spy in 
the White House while he cornered 
the $15,000,000 worth. of gold which 
was in circulation, and squeezed up 
its price. Fisk tried to involve Grant 
himself in thfs coup, but the Presi- 
dent stayed out. The gold corner 
violently disturbed the whole cur- 
rency structure of the country, and 
ended only when the Treasury 
atepped in and sold Government gold. 
Gould's government contacts tipped 
him off in time, and he sold out at 
a profit, betraying his own partners, 

In Washington the Grant adminis- 
tration was packed with little robber 
barons. The Secretary of the Navy 
banked $320,000 in four years from 
his profits on naval contracts, There 
was stealing and graft in the War 
Department, the Treasury, both 
Houses of Congress, the District of 
Columbia Government, and even on 
the White House staff. Grant's 
Minister to Brazil stole $100,000 from 
the Brazilian Government. 

The Credit Mobilier, a railroad con- 
struction company which siphoned 
off $23,000,000 from the Treasury, 
was run by Congressman Oakes 
Ames: He bribed his colleagues with 
free stock which paid 625 per cent 
in dividends in a year. 

In New York City the Democratic 
“ring” made Grant’s Republicans 
look like pikers. Grand Sachem Wily 
liam Marcy Tweed and a few Tam- 
many insiders stole $75,000,000 from 
the city in two years, and their total 
take from 1865 to 1871 has been esti- 
mated as high as $200,000,000.

Before the war, 
on the other hand, they usually 
chose the 30 and 40-denier weights 
for business, 


Perhaps women are becoming 
convinced to the greater service- 
ability of the somewhat heavier 
deniers by their own experience, 
for even as educational campaigns 
are planned, manufacturers are 
beginning to notice a heavier de- 
mand for weights such as 30- 
denier. This weight in a 45-gauge 
is looked on as a hardy staple, 
The 51 and higher gauges are gen- 
erally confined to the finest de- 
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As the hosiery output gets back 
onto a more even keel, you're go- 
ing to find much more emphasis 
put on length and proportion of 
hose, as well as size. A proper 
fit, of course, adds immeasurably 
to comfort as well as better serv- 
ice because it reduces unnecessary 
strain.

Slick Kitchens Not all Efficienc 


In Fact, They Are Far from It, Experts 
Say After Detailed Survey -- New Pattern 


of Kitchen Organization Is Developed

NEW YORK, March 9 

N the recent report published 

by the Woman's Foundation, 

Inc., on the findings of 52 ex- 
perte who made an exhaustive 
survey on the subject of building 
homes for “family living,” consid- 
erable space is given to proving 
that our slick, shiny kitchens of 
today are anything but efficient. 

Two home economists at Cor- 
nell University, Mrs. Mary Koll 
Heiner and Miss Helen E. Mc- 
Cullough, developed a new pattern 
of kitchen organization, described 
in detail in Y tose For Fam- 
ily Living,” published by the 
Foundation, which is a non-profit, 
philanthropic organization. 

Beginning with an assumption 
of the average height of American 
housewives, about five feet four 
inches, the economists determined 
“working zones.” 

“Standing erect the hands are 
about 28 inches from the floor,” 
the report explains, “and a height 
of 72 inches can be reached with- 
out difficulty and a span of 48 
inches can be encompassed. In a 
slightly oval zone, 48 inches across 
and 44 inches up and down, the 
housewife can work without bend- 
ing over, stooping, squatting, 
climbing, or excessive reaching. 
But in how many of today’s kitch- 
ens can anyone perform even a 
part of her work without violating 
these dimensions?” 

Pointing out that not only build- 
ers of their own homes but plan- 
ners of mass housing and slum 
clearance projects could immea- 
aurably improve the comfort of 
homes by attention to such details 
as the height of a kitchen sink, 
the report of the Foundation 
points out: 

“The most efficient height for a 
working surface has been found 
to be 32 inches from the floor. 
This is the efficiency zone of the 
lower forearm, where the manipu- 
lative muscles operate most ef- 
fectively, Dishes can be washed, 
food mixed, prepared and cooked 
more easily. To secure such a 
working height at the bottom of 
a kitchen sink, however, the rim 
of the sink and the level of the 
drainboard and dish-stacking sur- 
face must be about six inches 
higher. How few of our kitchens 
conform to these standards. 

“Certainly the slick kitchens 
that are still our ideal, where the 
tops of the ranges, the working 
surfaces, and the rim of the sink 
all line up, do not meet this test, 
If the height of the working sur- 
face is right, then the level of the 
sink must be too low for comfort. 
If the range has a correct height, 
you can be sure the oven is so low

it will be difficult to handle heavy 
roasting pans. Different heights 
are needed, not uniformity.” 
Although the height of the 
working surfaces is important, 
the survey points out that pro- 
visions for storage in kitchens is 
even more important. Trying to 
make compact kitchens that save 


steps and space, we have devel- 


oped a system of base and over- 
head storage, using the tops of 
the base storage units as working 
surfaces, And so we have two or 
three shelves at the top that we 
need a stepladder to get to, and 
a couple of shelves at the bottom 
that can be peered into comfort- 
ably only by sitting on the floor. 
Only by developing enough single- 
row storage space, shelves where 
every item can be seen at a 
lance, can this element of inef- 
iclency be taken out of the 
kitchen. ‘ 
No matter how many people 
yell that the first order of the 
day is to begin building homes of 
no matter what kind as a start 
in the whopping big national esti- 
mate of 20,000,000 houses needed 
in the next 20 years, builders and 
planners, says the report, must 
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take into consideration that 
“housebuilding should not be just 
another money-making business.” 
“Building homes is an activity 
freighted with possibilities for 
good or for evil, not only for fami- 
lies but for the nation as well,” the 
experts agreed. “We have a na- 
tional interest in the quality of our 
homes as well as their quantity.”

S of the houses being built today 
the bedroom is too small for a 
child's study.

Question of 
Giving Meat 
To Babies 


By C, A. Dean, M.D. 


UESTION: “I have been told 
Qu: meat can be given to 
young infants without harm. 


Is this true?” 


Answer: Recently, the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska conducted a very 
interesting study in which finely 
strained meat was added to the 
milk of babies under six months 
of age. 


Strained meat was added to the 
bottle formula of the babies in 
such a way as to add 25 per cent 
to the protein content of the 
formula and was gradually in- 
creased until the 25 per cent fig- 
ure was reached, Surprisingly 
enough, the. babies accepted the 
new formula well, and showed no 
distress. 


It was felt that the babies get- 
ting the meat formula were more 
satisfied and slept better. They 
also seemed to enjoy a better 
state of physical well-being than 
the babies who did not get the 
meat. One important thing that 
this study showed was that the 
new formula not only protected 
the babies against anemia (which 
they are prone to develop) but it 
actually raised their blood level, 


I believe that this study will have 
a tremendous value in eventually 
improving formulas for babies’ 
diets. 


It must be remembered that 
this work was done in a well- 
organized hospital, and under close 
supervision of doctors and nurses, 
It could not be repeated or done 
in the home without getting the 
baby into trouble. The day of 
giving small infants meat in their 
formula is not yet here, but I 
think it is not far away.

On the 
strictly personal side they com- 
plained of the lack of sufficient 
and suitable storage space for 
their own clothes, equipment and 
collections. 

“These are the views of people 
who are becoming adults, who are 
reaching out for independence, 
who have their own possessions, 
who are busily making their own 
social life among their contempo- 
raries, the people who are the 
voices of tomorrow,” cautions the 
report. “They express the views of 
people with active bodies, big ap- 

tites and gregarious disposi- 

ons. But they are also the views 
of our children. They need good 
homes, and respond to the oppor- 
tunities a good home will give. 
If we ignore their needs, there are 

lenty of other places that will 
ry to sa them, commercially, 
for a price, ways that are often 
not pleasant to contemplate, lead- 
ing to consequences that are often 
dangerous.” 

The entire report printed by the 
Woman's Foundation in the pam- 
phiet “Houses for Family Living 
may be obtained by sending 35 
cents to the Woman’s Foundation, 
Inc., 10 East Fortieth street, New 
York. 17, N.Y. It is not a blue- 
print for the ideal home of today, 
but it contains considerable food 
for thought for the individual 
home builder or those concerned 
with mass housing. It may point 
the way to the building of homes 
designed for family living instead 
of the erection of stone and con- 
crete masses that do little more 
than keep out the rain and fur- 
nish a place to eat and sleep. 

“The crag “omy houses— 
architects, b ers, the juface 
turers of building malese one 
equipment. and the investors who 
commit capital for a generation— 
must think through what modern 
families need,” says the report. 
“They must discover the form of 
the house the family needs, not 
in sales value, not in architectural 
precedents, not in structural effi- 
ciency, but in family living itself.”

How It Started

“WHAT’S YOURS IS MINE, AND 
WHAT’S MINE 18 MY OWN” 


HE woman who says to her 
T husband,, “What’s yours is 
mine, and what’s mine is my 
own,” has the support of time- 
honored literary usage for these 
words, or, indeed, for the idea! 
Very likely, it is from the 
eighteenth century English sati- 
rist, Swift, many of whose barbed 
words have taken the form of 
proverbial sayings, that this one 
received its impetus into the pres- 
ent day. However, it has an ear- 
lier history. 
In an old Italian proverb, which 
appears in the collection of Tor- 
riano, published as early as 1666, 


i/can be found something of a fore- 


runner of this expression of own- 
ership: “A man may make bold 
with what’s ones own, one may 
think; the English ever say, That 
which is mine, is my own.” 

And here, also, may have been 
something of a borrowing, for 
still earlier, under date of 1576, 
we find this, attributed to Pettie: 
“But that which is mine should 
be yours, and yours your own.” 

The change of the subject, in this

discussion of ownership, does not 
conceal the similarity of the 
philosophy of which the modern 
saying is the expression, that is, 
of one person asserting sole own- 
ership of her own property (for 
to whom but a wife would this 
apply today?) And also claiming 
common ownership to that of her 
husband. And in the light of his- 
tory, which reveals times and\ 
places where the reverse was true, 
and a woman lost sovereignty over 
her own property when she mar- 
ried, the saying’s history has con- 
siderable point.
